Chang sald there also was a 
report the villagers sided the 
Communist guertilas, He was un- 
able to amplify on the report, 
However, national police direc- 
tor Lec Ho sald the charge by 
the North Koren Radio Pyong- 
yong that police killed the villa- 
gors was wntruc, adding the “po- 
lice were not involved.”

U.S. RELEASES TEXT 
OF WALLACE REPORT 


Washington, January 18. 

The former Vice-President, Mr. Honry Wallace, 
advised the late President Rooseyolt in 1944 
that Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek lacked 
intelligence or political strength to run post- 


war China. 


The advice was contained in a “summary report’ 
which Mr, Wallace made on his visit to China. 


A copy of the hitherto un- 
published document was made 
available to newsmen today 
after tls existence had been 
discussed in the Senate debate 
on the China crisis.

Lake Success, January 18. 
The Polish United Nations 
delegate, Aleksander Rud- 
zinski, has left his delegation 
and asked the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Dean Acheson, for 
asylum in the United States. 


Mr. Rudzinski, who Is counsel~ 
lor of the Polish delegation, had 
joined in the Soviet walk-out 
from the United Nations Mceting 
on Monday. His Polish colleague, 
Boratynaki, confirmed Mr. Rud- 
zinski’s abrupt departure from 
his post. Mr, Boratynski joined 
the Sovicts un Wednesday In thelr 
walk-out from the Economic and 
Employment Commission. 


Mr, Rudzinsky wrote to Mr, 
Acheson, asking for asylum be- 
cuuse “freedom has disappeared 
in Poland.” He charged that the 
Soviet walk-out is designed to 
paralyse the United Nations. 

The State Department spokes- 
man, Michael McDermott, said in 
Waahington that the request for 
asylum is under consideration. 

Mr. Rudzinsky wrote to Mr. 
Acheson on Monday that Poland 
-had undergone a rapid and pro- 
found transformation in the last 
few months, climaxed ty the fn- 
position of the Soviet Marnhal 
Rokossovaky us Polish Defence
